WASHINGTON  (BP  and  local  reports)  —  The  U.S.  House 
of  Representatives  approved  a  bill  on  July  16  that  will 
restore  government  funding  for  abortions  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  House  voted  219-208  for  the  Financial 
Services  and  General  Government  Appropriations  Act,  H.R. 
3170,  after  once  again  preventing  pro-life  members  from 
offering  an  amendment  that  would  have  kept  m  place  a  ban 
on  federal  and  local  funds  from  being  used  to  pay  for  abor¬ 
tions  in  toe  district.  The  spending  bill  also  would  eliminate 
a  ban  on  government  funds  for  domestic  partnership  bene¬ 
fits  for  both  same-sex  and  opposite-sex  couples  in  D.C.,  as 
well  as  a  prohibition  on  the  use  of  public  money  for  an  ini¬ 
tiative  to  legalize  marijuana  in  the  district.  Mississippi 


The  House 
vote  came  less  than  a  week  after  US.  President  Barack 
Obama  told  Pope  Benedict  at  the  Vatican  he  was  commit¬ 
ted  to  reducingabortions  in  the  United  States.  Obama  s 
proposed  budget,  however,  did  not  include  the  ban  on 
abortion  funds  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  Many  of  us

The  Senate  measure  says  a 
person  commits  a  hate  crime 
when  he  "willfully  causes 
bodily  injury  to  any  person 
or,  through  the  use  of  fire,  a 
firearm,  a  dangerous  weapon, 
or  an  explosive  or  incendiary 
device,  attempts  to  cause  bod¬ 
ily  injury  to  any  person, 
because  of  the  actual  or  per¬ 
ceived  religion,  national  ori¬ 
gin,  gender  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion,  gender  identity  or  dis¬ 
ability  of  any  person." 

The  penalty  for  a  hate 
crime  co.uld  be  as  much  as  10 
years  in  prison  or,  in  some 
cases,  up  to  a  life  sentence. 
The  legislation  would  autho¬ 
rize  the  U  S.  attorney  general 
to  provide  assistance  to  state 
and  local  officials  in  the 
investigation  and  prosecution 
of  hate  crimes. 

The  Senate  approved  simi¬ 
lar  hate  crimes  language  in 
2007  as  part  of  the  defense 
authorization  measure,  but  it 
was  removed  from  the  final 
bill  when  it  became  clear  the 
House  would  not  pass  it  as 
part  of  the  military  measure.
